Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the primary discussion of the interview revolved around terminology 
to overcome the Borchelt reference in view of the Applicant's representative stating that the Applicant may be her own 
lexicographer and that the terminology of "lofted" took on her defined meaning (noted in the specification at the singular 
occurrence of the term to be indicative of a nylon draw cord, soft cotton nylon braid). The Applicant's representative 
stated that an After Final amendment will be submitted in which limitations requiring the upper loop (nose portion) to be 
directly connected at both ends to the halter as a means to overcome the rejection of record in which the Borchelt non- 
patent literature reference is stated to be contained within a tight fitting tube. A discussion was directed to the 
Applicant's model being lofted by means of a filament located within the upper loop (nose portion). As this limitation 
had not been disclosed within the specification at the time of filing, a new matter issue would be raised and the 
possibility of a Continuation in Part to address this limitation was discussed. In reference to the questions raised in the 
Final Rejection regarding the Information Disclosure statement and the dates recorded thereon: the Applicant's 
representative was furnished with a copy of the Information Disclosure statement filed on 03/21/01 which was stated as 
not being available to the Applicant's representative at the time of filing the Notice of Appeal. As to the status of the 
rejection of record, per the Applicant's representative inquiry: it was stated that if at the time of filing the After Final 
amendment, the amendment is deemed not to place the application in condition for allowance, the rejection of record in 
view of the Appeal Brief filed on 09/26/03 would be considered appropriate to be passed to the Board of Appeals and a 
subsequent Final Rejection would not be anticipated given the grounds of Appeal presented in the 09/26/03 Appeal 
Brief. 
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
